Y feaſt of Candlemas, which is now laſt paſt, none of them out of certaine 

Cities and Townes therctn ſpecified to haue beene appointed, and within 

thole Cities and Townes no other but certaine perſons named, as in the 

F = ſaid Pꝛotlamation is expꝛeſſed, and ſuch as from time to time as ſhould be 

permitted, Chould ſell o2 deiner any Tobacco bp Retatle, Herein requiring due obedience vntill 
bis Maieſtie ould make other declaration, as by the lame P2oclamation appeareth. 

Sithence which, a great number of his Maieſties louing ſubtects haue repaired to ſome Lozds, 
and others of his Maieſties PÞzime Countell, being his Maieſties Commiſſioners appointed to 
treat with them, and haue humbly deſired Letters Patents of Licence to ſell Tobacco bp Rez 
taile, whereunto his Mateſties ſaid Comnuſſioners haue conſented : but brc2 uſe it is both con- 
uentent and neceſſary that the number of thoſe that be Licenſed to ſell Tobacco by Retatle, and 
allo their names be knowne, that in time conuentent notice may be taken from them how much 
Tobacco in each yeere they Retaile and Uent : chat vpon knowledge thereof, his Paieſty foz 
pꝛeuenting of the illuing out of the Reaime too great a pꝛopoꝛtion of the Stocke of. this King- 

dome, map giue oꝛder foꝛ the quantity of Tobacco that ſhall be yeerely bzought in: And being 
reſolued that any who from hencefoꝛth hall pꝛelume to btter oꝛ (ell Tobacco, not being Licen- 
fed, ſhall ſeuerely be p2oceeded again: Foz theſe and foꝛ other cauſes,the King our Soueraigne 
Loꝛd ſtraightly defendeth and tommandeth, that neither ſuch as by pꝛetext of being fozmerly 
nominatedas meet men to Retaile Tobacco, noz any other from hencefozth pꝛelume to ſell 02 
vtter Tobacco by Retaile, vntul they ſhall haue obtained his Mateſties Licence in thatbehalte, 
any permiſſion oꝛ tolleration that may be pꝛetended by the ſaid Pꝛoclamation, oz any other lig- 
nification notwithſtanding, vpon ſuch paines of tenſure in the Court of Star⸗Chamber and 
elſewhere, as may be inflicted vpon contemners of his Maieſties commands publiquely pꝛoclai⸗ 
med. wherein his Mateſtie ts pleaſed, that a part of the Fines let vpon the Contemners of this 
Command, be conferred vpon thoſe that giue notice ofthe Offenders, ſoasthey may be bzoughs 


to iudgement.
